These 
are ioar, crowctea rind ill-vcntikted 
tlwclUng.t, vice, filth, do tHmohery, i ti- 
le raperance., imprnper diet, aituiLtion, 
Btarrntint paota, and wont of trnverafje. 
It is obvious from this list, Hint in efFeut- 
itig aproner pad sufficient draitlftgo, Boyne 
uf tbo oilier eauses may he removed at 
the same time. "We do not, however, 
propose pointing out the effects of all 
these causes in influencing the disease, — 
many of these causes exist in the indi- 
vidual himself, and cannot be affected by 
fltmitary regulations — others, on the con- 
trary, are such as the proper authorities 
must taks means to rom-ovo. We may, 
hoivavor, mention tliat an author remarks 
that, " on searching for a local explana- 
tion of the variable fatality of cholera in 
different pnrlu of London, that which 
appears most fensiula is elevation. The 
outbreak of cholera in the loiv swamps of 
India in 1817, nnd its marked preference, 
as a jjencral rule, fortsen and river ports, 
for towns, like Salisbury, situated amidst 
marshes, and for low-lying situations on 
the borders of rivers or water courses, 
point strongly in. this direction. The 
great fatality of the cholera on the south 
aide oT the river (Thames}, and the es]>o- 
itial -severity with .v/hich it vUlted Rotller- 
hlthe and lleTmondsey, so notorietitj for 
their 111 thy ditches and equally filthy ha- 
bitations, go f" 1 t0 confirm tins explana. 
tion." As it is probahle that ihc 
cholera, if it ap|)enrs in the colony, 
will first he seen either at Sydney or 
Newcastle, if the disease be brought from 
California by Honolulu or Tahiti, as 
appears from its previous history will pro- 
bably lie tho route by which it wilt enter 
Australia, the low densely populated 
parts of Sydney tn the neighbourhood of 
the wharves and shipping will be tho lo- 
calities moat favourable for fostering the 
chplera in the first inst&noe, arid propa- 
gating it afterwards. But though low 
damp districts atE favourable for its pro- 
duction, elevated, situations will not es- 
cape the epidemic influence if 
the air ho rendered damp and im- 
pure by defective drainage — and, here, if 
an argument were wanting to show 
the beneficial effects of drainage upon 
health, it will be found in the following 
coDiparisoti of the different mortality in n 
drained and an un drained district, made 
by Mr. CroWTOOT, Surgeon, one of tho 
most eminent of the medical practitioners

of nervous people. Local Boards of 
Health should be established nt the 
free ports, whilst District Boards should 
be appointed in Sydney, A Board of 
Health, to be efficient, should be remu- 
nerated, ns it is not likely that, if acting 
gratuitously, its members would visit the 
feci of tlio disease. And if formed with 
n liberal sprinkLing of the medical pro- 
fession, there would be something. like a 
rjuuranleo oF good Ticingdone; as from 
their avocations tliey arc intimately ac- 
quainted with the places where most 
attention would be required in removing 
its predisposing causes. It is an ad- 
mitted truth — "that where tlit sanitary 
laws nre most wantonly outraged and sot 
at defiance, cholera in common with other 
epidemics, is almost certain to prevail 
with greater or leas severity," Is not 
this rtsiom suflitient to indues initiatory 
measures to be forthwith ndoptcd } A 
Board of Health was established several 
weeks before the cholera appeared in 
England, and it was owing in a great 
degree to the measures which they re- 
commended and which the parishes and 
unions immediately adopted, that the 
disease was diverted from many parts of 
London in which it otherwiso would 
have been nurtured and fostered. It is 
clear that defective drainage, _ polluted 
water, and density of population, liavo 
been amongst the moat active predispos- 
ing causes of the pestilence Let a, 
Hoard of Health he appointed to sit 
doily and attend to these causes, and the 
Government will then have the satisfac- 
tion of knowing, Unit should the cholera, 
appear, they at least have contributed in 
endenvo tiring to remove those causes 
which are favourable to the extension of 
the disease. 

There aro two points only in Mr. A, 
Wilson's letter in. yesterday's Herald 
which require any notice. The first is 
tho Impertinent and uncalled for refer- 
ence to the present Gas Comjmny ; if the 
Company wore asking any favours from 
the public there might he some excuse 
For blaming them for keeping their ac- 
counts "eiiiig hiit as they nte__not 
doing bo, no pctsuns hut themselves have 
anything to do with their accounts, . . All 
that is known is that they paid for several 
years a dividend at the rate of eight per 
cent, per annum, and that one half-year 
it was ten pee cent., certainly. a rnodei'ate 
rate for such nn investment. But with 
Mr. White's plan the case is different, 
Ho proposes, in opposition to the opinion 
of men of science, a new system, and be- 
fore people invest large sums of money 
in introducing that system they have a 
right toasJt for information showing what 
the coat will be. Very nice gas can he 
made fvont resin, and at the School of 
Arts very satisfactory results can be 
shown ; hut will it pay i That is the 
question; supposing the gas ismade and 
sold , can j-du sell in the colony the resin, 
ail, and other residuary products on which 
so much of the success of tho experiment 
depends ? Unless we see the accounts, 
and Mr. Wilson appears to think we 
shall not boo them, no opinion can be 
formed ns to the probability of the Com- 
pany succeeding. The other point 
which requires notice is the 
comparison between the price of 
gas ttt Southpoit and Sydney, which is 
so absurd that we arc surprised Mr. 
WlwoN should put it forth, The com- 
parison should he between Southport ond 
the neighbouring towns, and then it will 
bo seen tlint the resin gas is much dearor 
ttmn coal gas. We have nothing to add 
to our remarks of Tuesday, fle-sin gas 
may become nn article of commotco, and 
compote successfully with coal gas, hut 
there is at present no proof, and until 
there is such proof we do not think the 
iocmtitinn ofa company will be advisable. 
If, however, there are those who have s, 
fisvf thousands lo spnrc, who will make 
the experiment for the benefit of the co- 
lonists, wo have nn doubt Mint the pvtblio, 
j r , -u vim wrc, i|f , m iw»^*«* i ''«aBr«^—Tl 
"Jii."
